The Alexandria Democrat publishes 
the following eccount of tho battle of 
Bourbeux, from a correspondent, dated 
Headquarters, Grovn’s Division, in the 
Field, noar Opalousas, Nov. dth: 


Gen, Greon attacked tho enemy, con- 
sisting of tha L3th Army corps, com- 
manded by Gon, Bainbridge, of the U.S. 
Army, causing great havoc among thom, 
dviving thera from the fold, through 
thoir camps, taking possossion of their 
whole encampment—complotely routing 
their ontiro command and capturing their 
artillory and parta of their cavalry, Ge. 
The fight commonced yesterday at 12 
o’cloek, Onishing at 2. ‘The enemy con- 
tested overy inch of ground, falling back 
slowly beforo our brave boys, who mado 
the woodi rosound with their continuous 
cheers and the earth tremblo under the 
steady tramp of thoir resistloss charge. 
The infantry commanded by Col, Ru- 
berta, of Walkor’s Division, consisting of 
his own, Ool. King’s and arnmson’s reg- 
iments, wero thrown on tho extreme 
left, rosting on Bayou Bourbeux, being 
sheltered by the woods which skirted 
the Bayou for four hundred yards on 
each side, Lore bogan the fight with 
tho greatest flerconcss and hoyo the brunt 
of it was borno, In tho meanwhile, 
Green’s nnd Major’s brigades, Boon’s bat- 
talllion, and ono section of Daniols’ and 
tho Valverde battery, wero ordered 
through tho prairie, on tho extreme 
right, to flank tho onemy’s position and 
charge his battory, which was pouring u 
hail of shell and camstor through the 
ranks of our infantry, without much 
damage on account of the thickness of 
atha woods. Our battery sections were 
soon in position, supported by Green's 
dismounted brigade, openod with a tel- 
ling Jiro on the onemy’s guns. Majors 
was already in position with bis cavalr 
to the right of the batteries, At this 
junoture of affairs, Gen, Green ordered 
the entira command to charge, leading 1t 
aide by mdo with Majors. The cavalry, 
at fal) spoed, flanked tho enemy, whilst 
the infantry, at double quick, with in- 
terminable shouts, charged frantically 
upon thom, taking thoir meet routing 
and scattoring thoir deaated “13th Army 
Qorps” to the four winds, It was one 
of tho most beautiful sights of the war,

Lhe 
onemy came up with their pntiro com 
mand, whereupon wo fell back to our 
former position, Wo woro only able to 
bring off one of the pigoes of artillery 
captured, a ten-pounder Parrott, The 
athers haying their horses killed and dis- 
abled, we spiked and loft em the Aola. 
Their tents, commissary and ordnance 
stores bomp dostroyed, our army fell 
tnek in goot order, and area ready and 
anxious to meot them again. Tho men 
and their officora are confident that we 
can whip Gen. Franklin’s entire force 
with tho greatest case. The prisoners 
loft this morning for Alaxaudria,
